REMEDY FOR HOG CHOLERA

Department of Agricultare Considers
Experiments a Bucoess,

Dr. Salmon, Chief of Haorean, Con.

siders the Experimental Stage Has

Been Passed=Serum from Ins
ocninted Animals Used,

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—Duribg the last
two yeare the Department of Agriculture has
conducted ' & serles of experiments l the
use of serum as a remedy for hopgs afTected
by cholera or-swine plague. The experi-
ments were copducted by Dr. D. E, Salmon,
chlef of the Bureau of Anlmal Industry, and
the resutls  were eminently satisfactory,
proving that the dreaded disease can be auc-
cessfully treated easily and inexpensivels
The losses suffered by the farmers of Lhe
United States unnually from hog cholera
AHETeRAled  an enormous  sum, In lown
alone, durlog 1866, I is cstimated that the
hog ralsers lost through the ravages of the
disease §15,000,000, Scores of remediecs have
becn tried, but nothing even approximating
o speeifie for the digease has ever been dis-
coversd untit the Department of Agriculture
began s experiments,  Last year the ex-
periments were conduected in Page county,
lowa, the results showing n lose of only 20
per cent of the affected droves. This year
tha experimenta have been extensive and
far-reaching, The burcau treated 922 hogs,
Of thexe, 170 dled, the number saved being
vighty-one out of every hundred., The loss
was only 19 per cent. The animals com-
prised seventeen droves, and of these, six
droves lost only one hog ench. On the other
band, 1,107 hogs in other droves were ob-
served, and pot subjected to the serum treat-
ment. Of these 870 died, showing a loss of
0.8 hogs out of every hundred,

Speaking of the treatment, Dr. Salmon
snld:  “"There I8 no question of the effect-
Ivencas of the serum treatment. Our oper-
atlons have been viewed with skepticlsm,
but the worum treatment for hog cholern Ig
no longer an experlment. It l& a proved
success and undoubtedly will grave to the
farmers of the United States milllons of dal-
laie every year.'

WASHINGTON, O¢l. 271t 1§ understoot
that a presidential edict removing a large
number of government officers from the civil
dervice probably will be promulgated before
Thanksgiving day, The order is one which
has been in contemplation many months,
havivg been  deferred  from  time Lo time
owlng to pressure of war business.

As at present determined upon the order
| will nffect ypwards of 6,000 places. 1t will in-
clude deputy collectors of internal rovenue,
who are authorized to bevome acting collec-
torg, actually serving in that capacity. There
are about 2,000 of these deputies. The largest
class affected Is the corps of examinlog sur-
geons of the pension bureau, of whom there
are in all over 4,100, There scems o be o
general understanding that [t will be better
to have these left out of the clvil service,
although Becretary Bliss, while undersiood
to favor such action, would not recommend
it. Over 3.000 of these surgeons are stated
at the Civil Service commisslon never to
have been clasaificd under the civll service
law, The order will clear up the migsappre-
henslon of the status of the whaole corps and
place them all outside. Ahout fifty oMee
deputy  muarshals  beretofore  reported as
classified, but concerning whose status there
haa been some douhbt because of thelr bheing
in the judicial branch of the service, are ¢x-
pected to be placed In the exempt class,
There are other scattering positions, inelud-
Ing some of a fduclary and confdentlial
character, which will aggregate poasibly
several hundred.

HUNTRVILLE, Ala., O2t The war ln-
vestigating commission began |ts work today
with Captain Auguea, who was in the quar-

Captaln Cutter, an Ohlo volunteer sur-
geon, who had charge of the ambulance

corps at Tampa, #ald there was a shortages
of ambulances there and that the camp eon-
ditlons were had.

Captaln Duffy of the Sixty-ninth New
York sald his commuaud bad never latked
commissary supplies, but that there
some delay in  furnishing quartermaster's
stores, The slck bad been well tuken care
of, and, while he had seen some criticlam
In the New York papera, he thought most
of the sickness originated In the swampy
camp at Tompa. Thers they had to dig
only six Inches for water and thers were no
tent floors. Hoe sald there had heen sixteen
deaths In the regiment.

Neecded Only the Time to Eal,

Captaln Charles V. Parkhurst of the Sec-
ond artillery detailed the participation of
the artillery ‘in thesiege of Bantiago. There
wore times when s men did not have time
to eat, but thers was not time when they
did not have food. There was algo plenty
of foruge for the horses. He was wounded
twice on the second day of July and his
wounda were dressed within a few minutes
after they were recelved.

First Lieutenant Conklin of the First ar-
tillery, who was o the Santiago campalgn,
#ald the only material defect in the supplies
was In the powder, which he thought should
have been smokeless. He sald that in golng
to CCuba the guns and horses were separaten
but he understood that this could not be
avolded, He waa the only member of hig
battery, ofticer of man, who had not been
glek as n result of the Cuban campaign,
hut he did not think the slekness could have
been prevented.

Major Lebo, in command of the Bixth oav-
alry., complaingd of the diMculty of secur-
ing lumber, firewood, horseshoes and stoves
in the camp here. He also said the tents
were of poor material and leaked even when
new. Ho sald there had been sufMeient med-
Ieal supplies in Cuba and that the transport
Gate City, In which the command oame
north, was poorly enited to the purpose.

Captain Stretch of the Tenth infantry gave
in detall the hardships of the reglwent dur-
lzg the Santiago fight.

The men
generally were putting things in order very
rueh as thoye!ythey expected to remain all
winter.: T were several complaints of
poor tents and 4a.portion of the First Flor-
ida Infantry, ‘which is camped here, was
clamoring for aloves and underclothing., A
large majority of the men at this polnt are
regulars; who participated in the Cuban cam-
paign, and thelr camps gonerally were as
cloan as well-kept homes.

The hoats were low-
ered and the sailors, taking some clothing
and food from the brig, had put into the
Windward passage, hoping to Intercept a vies-
s¢l. The boata were leaklng at the time
they were launched, The men were Kepl
bailing the water out of the bouts and it
was only by this means that they were kept
alloat.

Arreceibo Incident,

Full detalls of the Arreceibo locident of
Sunday last (October ) have been recelved
here, although the Spanish censor declines
Lo allow thelr publication in the local news-
papers. It dppears that the trouhle began
in i row
fonso X111 battalion and u number of coun-
trymen, The soldlers retrented to the neigh-
boring barracks and after arming them-
eulves with Mauser rifles returned and fred
on the crowd, Killing four men and wound-

ing many. The crowd, to the number of
200, mewured mochetes and rushed through
the streets, the soldiers retreating to the
barracks.

The peopls then carried thelr wounded to
the house of the British consul, where they
found several Unlted States ofMcers and sol-
(lers, from whom they asked justice. When
the wounded were cared for the townspeapli
returned to the scene of the confller 10 de-
! stroy the houses of several  well known
Spaniards. Ultlmately, however, the per-
auasive words of cooler men, coupled with
the establishment of a vigilance committes,
succeeded in restoring arder, Hut
only for a time. The same afternoon
u party of forty Porto Rlcans complotely
destroyed the business house of a  well
known Spaniard. During the affair an
American was killed. The night was not
without Its alarms, There was shootlng at
the barracks, though no one was hurt, Seven-
teen different fires in the surrounding coun-
try were counted from the housetops of
Arrécelbo,

Incendinries at Work,

On the tollowing day most of the business
houses remained closed. That night twenty-
four fires were counted. On Tuesday most
of the Spanish busivness houses remnines
closed and those who opeued their doors at
the beginning of the day were soon foroed
to close. The military commander at last
Isgued an order directing thut all places of
business be closed forthwith,
